STATEMENT ON THE SECOND PART OF THE 
REPORT OF THE PA ¥ COMMITTEE ' 

*Sri K* Brhammananda Reddy Mr. Speaker, Sir, 

With your permission, I wish to make a Statement on 
f;he Second Part of the Report of the Pay Committee dealing 
niamly with the Revised scales of pay of employees of Local 
Bodies other than the Teaching Staff, printed copies of which 
will be made available to the Hon'ble Membeis of the House 
shortly* I would recapitulate that the Pay Committee appoin- 
ted in May 195$ submitted in November 1958, Part I of its 
report relating to the pay scales of Government employees 
and the teaching staff of the Local Bodies and Aided Schools. 
Copies of the Report were also made available to all the 
Members of tjhis Hou$e after acceptance of its main recom- 
mendations by Government* I would also recapitulate that 
on receipt of certain representations on the recommendations 
of the Committee, the Government set up a Cabinet Sub- 
committee in March 1959^ to look into the grievances of the 
employees and to report its findings to the Government. The 
Government after considering the findings of the Cabin e 
Sub-Committee, issued final orders in June 1$S9, on the firs 
p^rt of the Committee's Report. 

% Th& Pay .Committee has now .submitted' nart II of 
its Report. I am gt&d to state that the Pay Committee 
While proposing revised scales of pay for various categories 
of posts under the Hyderabad and Secunderab&d Municipal 
Corporations and other Local Bodies has eliminated, as far 
as possible, the existing disparities in the matter of pay 
scales between the Government employees and th£ employees 
of Local B Kites Hon'ble Members may be aware that the 
teaching staff of the District Boards and other Aided Edu~ 
o^tio&al Institutions were already sanctioned the pame 
scales of pay as for their compeers in Government sewioes* 
as recommended m Part I of the Pay Committee Report '.

aid from Government, the Local Bodies would not be in a 
position to implement the Committee's recommendations. 
The Committee, has therefore, suggested that a portion not 
exceeding half of the additional cost on salaries and allow- 
ances of al 5 emplo/eeb of Local Bodies including School 
Teachers, should be met by Government in the foim of 
giant-in-ai*', and tha*> the position might be reviewed ax 
the end or &ve years. This n commendation of the Com- 
mittee has afeo been accepted by Government 

6. Following tips use m the salaries of the employees 
of the Local Bodies to the level ol those obtaining in 
Government depaitments I hope that the s*andaids of work 
and qualifications of employees of the Local Bodies will 
come up to the standards prescribed in Government services, 
Which is nnpei ative in view of the larger responsibilities 
which with the passage of time Local Bodies will have to 
shoulder. 

Sir, m this connection, as Chairman of the Pay Com 
mittee I have to express my grateful thanks to the Chief 
Minister and mj other colleagues in the Cabinet for, accept- 
ing our recommendations in toto* 

I would like the House to recall t# its memory the fact 
that even whenjfche Cential Fay Commission was sitting 
and conducting its deliberations, it has been the view of 
this State Government that disparities in scales of pay bet- 
ween the Central and State Government employees should 
not exist, except possibly in regard to allowances eta depend- 
ing upon the place and population I have made my inten- 
tion and the intention of the State Government clear in' 
that regard* Unfortunately^ however, Sir, after the recom- 
mendations of the Central Pay Commission were announced 
this view Was, for various reasons, not accepted either by the 
Central Pay Commission or by the Government. 1 am not 
entering into the merits of that matter nowr— whether it fs 
good or not good : that is absolutely irrelevant \n the $r^senjr 
context But sp far as this Gofernmept is eoncernad,, ^he* 
fcber it is a Government employee or a local body/ employe* 
w® thought that it is in; the- fitness of thrii^^|iai w^sterilld

sure th© House will join with me in an evtire^sion of satin 
faction, namely, that, so tai as this State >s concerned, this 
Sk&te will be the first to implement this kind of decision, 
namely, that there shall be no distinction in the scales of 
pay-not only in the scales of pay, but m the matter of deaf- 
ness allowance* compen&atoiy allowance, that is to be grant- 
ed, I am very glad about it i know the condition of things 
existing in some other states also. We are glad that tins 
State and this Government have taken a very wise decsbion 
and necessary decision in view of the importance, that wo 
attach to the decentralization programme and the impor- 
tance we attach io the services serving under local 
bodies. 

Reference was maile about the house-ient allowance. 
You will recall to your memory that the first pait of the 
report as accepted by the Government does not have'any 
house rent fixed, It has been merged with pay. There m 
some dearnesa allowance and some compensatory allowance, 
depending upon the population, We hold the s^me view 
so far as employees of local bodies are concerned, and give 
the same concession regaidmg the dearness allowance oi 
compensatory allowance. Therefore, m view of the fact 
that theiiouse-rent got merged with pay and in view also 
of the fact that Government has decided to accept the re- 
commendations from 1-10-1959, the question of house rent 
does not arise and it nee$ not trouble anybody, as the em- 
ployees will not los^s a single pie in that regard. I have 
nothing more to say, and T am sure that the 15 or 20 thou- 
sand employees of local bodies will be satisfied With the 
recommendations of the Pay , Committed and their accep- 
tance by the Government. I am also sure that the expres- 
sion of opinions by boo. members of this House as well as of 
*hd Upper Home in this regard has been fully met by the 
Government.

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*Sn Pi Anthony "teddy (Anantapar);- Mr, Speaker, Sir, 
I oommend the Government; in bringing out a comprehensive 
panqhayat ra} Bill In the ancient days our Cou&t?y, it 
Was said, was ruled onlv by the panchayats* and the best 
type of paach^yat administration existed dunng the Choi a 
times* A village or a ^ioup of villages was being governed 
by what is called 'Mahsabhha\ The members of tins Maha- 
sabha were usually people who had certain literary as well 
as professional qualifications and members who have got 
certain amount of knowledge of nyaya sastra But during 
oar days wtien we have got a democratic set up as Gladstone 
said : "A democracy is a Government by the heads with- 
out noting what they contained". So, to introduce some 
sort of literary qualifications for the members of the pan- 
chayats may be out of date. But as it is now a number of 
village panchavats are being governed by panchayaidars 
who are not quite literate* They are finding it very difficult 
to carry on the village admimsnation — especially keeping 
accounts and so on For this, I think the Department 
should frame certain rules to compel the departmental 
people in order to help these panchayatdars and give them 
certain training, so that they may carry on the panchayat 
administration for the welfare of the villagers* 

Secondly, Sir, this comprehensive scheme has done every 
thing for the development of villages. If ail the duties of 
the panchayats are implemented* I am sure, every Tillage 
will be an ideal village, clean s healthy and prosperous But 
un fortunately > Sir, Government has given the panchayats 
lot of duties without giving sufficient funds. The only tax* 
that the panchayats can collect is the house tax, The pro- 
fessional tax: in any village is almost very little. In our 
own village where we have over 4000 people the profession 
tax does not exceed Rs # 60, a year, So, this profession tax 
cannot be elastic and cannot bring good income to the pan-* 
chayats. The house tax alsois s not $nite elastic because 
the houses in the villages are vety small and most of them 
are some thing like howqte m& we cannot levy heavy tax 
on theim And now the Goy^nment has ag&ih introduced. 1 
Vehicle tax* In Madras, Vehicle tax was introduced. 
But l^ter o$ during the regime of Andhra When hon, £W 
f tMftim& Re#<^y wte the Local Adihinistr&tion Mfefeter,^*

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is to be levied, 1 think this is rathei harbh. For most of 
the villagers, carts are the real riece&siues They are purely 
agriculturists and these carts aie used pmely tor agricultural 
purposes and not even a pie is got from them Just to levy 
vehicle tax on these country carte is rather harsh accoiding 
to me They may levy tax on, for mstnce, jalkas and 
others, but not on these buhock caits which a re used mainly 
for f giicultural pu^o es, Tueieloie, £n s the income of the 
pauchayate is very linle aiid it is not elastic, Etete the 
Government should come to the rescue of these villages to 
augment their lunds. In the Madras Act I thu k< 12J^% of 
land tax was to be given to the villages, but it Wat. Lever 
implemented. In the present Bill' no mention is made about 
u I only pray that the Government at xho Select Com- 
mittee stage introduce a clause stating that a ceitain 
p°»jcentage of the land revenue will bs allotted io the pan- 
chayts Also, sir, the Government of India*, too, should 
come to the rescue* Most of the excises-excise on cloth, 
etc-~i3 collected in the villages. -Taking the case of 1 our 
own village, where we have a cooperative sales society t we 
are selling cloth to a tune of about Rs 40 000 and it is said, 
sir, that on every rupee worth of cloth, we aie paying an 
excise duly ranging from focr to six annas. If this is to 
be taken into consideration, in a small village like ours 
where we sell about Rs, 40,000 ttorih of cloth, about 
Rs. 10,009 go 'to the Government of India, Therefore, 
the Government of India should be foiced to give some sort 
of grant to these village on per capita basis* If this is 
done the funds of the villages will be greatly enhanced and 
they will be ahle to implement all their duties and see that

Coming to the Conciliation Boards, of course, I agr^e 
with the provjsions of the Bill, because there a$ much choice 
is given to the defendant as to the complainant.
